UBJLCT: Radio Free Europe (RFE) 


l. I attach the report made to the Consultative assembly of 
the Council of Europe on May 2, by the Special Committee on Non- 
Represented Nations. This Special Committee conducted a thorough 
investigation of the various criticisms and allegations made against 
Radio Free Europe before and since the Hungarian revolt, and spent 
three day# in Munich with the RFJE staff during the course of this 
investigation. The members of the Committee were unan imous in 
their findings. Their names are:

The report is, l think particularly interesting because it is the work 
of an entirely objective and representative body of knowledgeable 
Europeans. I would be very much interested in having your reaction 
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to it. I could wish that some of the continents that appeared in our 
own press had been preceded by as thorough and careful an analysis 
as this group has made. 


2. I also attach a speech to the Consultative Assembly made b 
the principal draftsman of the report, Mr. F. J. Goedhaxt of the 
Netherlands. While he rules out, correctly I think, participation 
in the management of IUPE by the West German Government or the 
Council of Europe, he does make certain thought provoking suggestions 
regarding possible European participation in the work of RFE. as 
time parses, it may wall he to our advantage to work out some 
arrangement with the Europeans for a sharing of the political and 
financial responsibility. At your convenience, I would like to have 
a chance to discuss this report with you.
